Washington, March 6.—(Special.)—As published in Sunday’s 
Constitution, Spain has made a demand for the recall of Consul 
General Lee, and Pre ident McKinley has met that demand 
with a positive declaration that he has no intention to accede. 

The demand for General Lee’s recall was accompanied by a 

similar demand that supplies for the relief of needy Cubans be 
“sent in merchant vessels and not in warships. 
has declined to agree to this as well as the first. 

In the communications which have passed between the two 
governments, diplomatic language has been used. Instead of 
making a direct demand in language couched as would be 
usual in the dealings of individuals, Spain “intimates a desire.’’ 
The terms used are very carefully chosen, but in tne end they 
mean the same thing. Here is the official statement of the 
correspondence as given out by the state department at W ash- 
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“The president will not consider the recall 
of General Lee. He has borne himself 
throughout this crisis with judgment, fidelity 
and courage, to the president’s entire satis- 
faction.

President’s Reply Was Prompt. 


When I saw him at the white house, Judge Day refused ab- 
solutely to be quoted further than this statement which he had 
given the press. Subsequently I learned from one who had 
been in conference with him that the suggestion cabled from 
Madrid was received two days ago, and that the president's 
reply was prompt. 

It is declared by those in authority that nothing more has 
been heard from the matter, and there is an evident desire to 
create the impression that the Spanish government will not 
Insist upon either of its requests, but there are circumetances 
connected with the affair which would seem to indicate a some- 
What different status. 


Caused Great Sensation in Washington. 


As soon as Judge Day gave out his statement to the Asso- 
Ciated Press, it was bulletined at the hotels and the newspaper 
Offices. Naturally it created a great sensation. Wherever a 
bulletin was hung there was an excited crowd, and the new 
phase of the situation formed the sole topic of talk throughout 
the entire city. ' 

If it should prove that nothing more comes of this specific 
demand, it will ai least have added just that much more of 
iriction to the situation which was grave enough before. 

The appearance of the statement given out by Judge Day 
Was accompanied by a semi-official declaration-that the presi- 
dent will not let the opportunity to buy warships slip by. it 
is understood that ke took steps today toward securing options 
on those foreizn ships which are on the market. Those who 
are close to him impressed upon him the necessity of taking 
immediate action, and it is said he has made up his mind to 
act. He had a chance to buy the two ships which were pur- 
Chased by Spain, but let that slip by. Now he has under con- 
Sideration ihe purctese of two battleships, one protected 
cruiser, one torpedo gunboat and four torpedo boat destroyers. 
Spain is also negotiating for these vessels. Two are under con- 
Struction for the government of Brazil, one for the government 
Of Japan and the others are of independent manufacture for 
Speculation. It is said that they can be secured at a reason- 
Gble price. 


Sounding Political Leaders On the [latter. 


Representatives of the administration have been sounding 
leaders in the senate and house this evening to! find the senti- 
ment of congress. They have been assured by democratic 
leaders that in all the necessary preparations, no matter what 
they may be, and in everything done to uphold the dignity and 
honor of the government, to revenge the murder of the Ameri- 
©an sailors, and to put an end to the disgraceful butcheries in 
Cuba, the president will have the hearty assistance of the 
democrats.

It is hardly probable, how- 
ever, that the Spanish government would 
have gone so far as to suggest a recall 
if it was willing to recede from that posi- 
tion. It is not likely that the Weyler 
party, which is so rabidly for war, will 
allow the Sagasta ministry to take what 
must appear to them the proper course, and 
drop the matter. Internal Spanish politits 
will hardly admit cf this. If nothing more 
is heard from it the inevitable is only 


postponed to come as the result of some | 


other crisis. 

If Spain is anxious to bring on this 
trouble General Lee will be given his 
exequatur and all pretense of frendly rela- 
tions would soon end. General Woodford 
would demand his passports at Madrid end 
nothing then could prevent hostilities. It 
seems probable that this is Spain’s idea. 
The Spanish ministry believe that every 
day’s delay strengthens the United States 
and renders Spain’s chances weaker. 

Congressman Howard, of the eighth dis- 
trict, who as a member of the house foreign 
relations committee, has made a close study 
of all phases of the subject, takes this view 
of the situation: 

“It looks to me,” said he, ‘‘as if Spain, 
secing that war with the United States is 
inevitable, is anxious to bring on the con- 
flict as soon as possible. Spain wants a 
war; the Spanish people want it, and Span- 
ish politics point toward it, Realizing this, 
the Spanish authorities who believe that 
they are in better condition than we are, 
have taken this step to bring matters to a 
head. This demand of itself, even if followed 
by the dismissal of General Lee, would not, 
of necessity, bring on war, but it is indica- 
tive of the feelings of the Spanish people, 
and the purposes of the Spanish ministry. 
I telieve that war is absolutely unavoida- 
ble. I believe that within a hundred days, 
ullowing the widest possible margin, we 
will be at war with Spain.” 

Activity at the White House. 

There have been busy times at the white 
house tonight. The president has been in 
constant conferenca with leading republi- 
cans, among them Senator Davis and Cnhair- 
man Hitt, the heads of the committees cn 
foreign affairs of the senate and house: 
Chairman Cannon, of the house committee 
On appropriations; General Grosvenor and 
others. The whole situation was eone 
over with these gentlemen. Chairman Can- 
non was consulted* particularly about the 
advisability of going ahead with purchase 
of wcrships regardless of the lack of di- 
rect authority from congress and he assured 
the president that his committee would see 
%hat any amount necessary for such pur- 
chases is forthcoming at the proper time. 

Messaye Probable Today. 

It is almost certain that ‘the president 
will send some comnmunication to conyress 
tomorrow. How far he will go into the sit- 
uation in such communication, it cannot 
now be determined. He will have further 
consultation tomorrow morning before con- 
gress meets. Some of the republican lead- 
ers are urging him to send in the reports 
on Cuban autonomy which congress has 
called for, but others advise against this. 
They regard the present situation as ad- 
vantageous to this country. As one of 
these gentlemen said as he came from the 
white house tonight: ‘ft is Spain’s next 
move. If war js to come, it won’t hurt to 
let her precipitate it.’’ 

While stress is laid 
that nothing has 
from Madrid » showing that Spain 
insists upon . the demands made in 
her first call, that cannot be regarded as 
significant of a purpose to let the matter 
drop. To do that would be nothing short 
of a square back-down, and that would re- 
sult in the overthrow of the Spanish minis- 
try. Spain can do but one thing and that is 
send Fitzhugh Lee home. The ultimate con- 
sequences of that would be the precipitation 
of hostilities. ; 

War is coming. As the situation stands, ft 
is Spain’s next move. The only question is 
as to when that move will be made. 
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WAS AN UNUSUAL PROCEDURE 


Spain’s «« Request’’ Came Through 
General Woodford. 
Washington, March 6.—The request for 
General Lee’s recall is understood to have 
come within the last few days, and doubt- 
less since the last cabinet meeting on Fri- 
day, as no reference was made to it as 

that time. 

It came through Minister Woodford, a 
somewhat unusual procedure, as the com- 
mon mode of requesting the withdrawal of 
a minister or a consul js through the rep- 
resentative of the government making the 
request, which in this case, is Senor Du- 
Bose, the Spanish charge d’affaires. Mr. 
DuBose had received no imstructions on 
the subject and was in complete ignorance 
of the demands made through Minister 
Woodford. 

The other suggestion of the Spanish gov- 
ernment—that relief supplies should not be 
sent In war vessels—did not come through 
Minister Woodford, as the Madrid dis- 
patches state, but was presented by Senor 
DuBosc to the state department last Fri- 
day. 

The responses in both casez went direct 
to Minister Woodford.

THE BILL WHICH CLEVELAND VETOED 


It Was the Last Straw To Break the 
Back of Clevelandism—Specula- 
tion as to McKinley’s Atti- 
tude—It Is Believed He 
Would Sign Bill. 


Washington, March 6 —(Special.)—The sil- 
ver question is to be at once reopened in 
congress, and a fight in the interest of 
silver restoration is to be made in the most 
practical way. 

Tomorrow a Dill is to be introduced in 
the senate providing for the coinage of the 
Seigniorage in the silver bullion which is 
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now stored in the vaults of the treasury. 
That bill will call for the coinage of 
3,344,025 standard silver dollars, as a matter 
of course at the present existing ratio of 
16 to 1. 

The bill has been drawn by GSenators 
Bacon, of Georgia, and Martin, of Virginia, 
It is based on figures furnished by ‘the 
treasury department at the instance of 
Senator Bacon and in response to a reso- 
lution introduced by him which the senate 
adopted on February 16th. 

The first suggestion of a bill on this line 
was made by Senator Martin tu some of his 
associates. Some of the senators did not 
regard it as likely to be productive of re- 
sults because they understood that all of 
the seigniorage had been coined. But Sen- 
ator Bacon was not satisfied that this was 
the case. He felt so great interest in the 


« project that he at once fubmitted a reso- 


lution to the senate calling upon the secre- 
tary of the treasury for the foilowing in- 
formation:

Means Millions to the Treasury. 

This demand on the part of the senate 
brought from the secretary of the treasury 
a statement both interesting and valuable 
for the controversy which is to come before 
congress. 

Secretary Gage shows that between the 
dates of the first purchase under the act- 
of 18% to November ist, 1893, there were 
coined 36,037,185 standard silver dollars, 
which gave a seigniorage of $6,977,098. From 
November ist, 1893, to February ist, 1898, 
there were coined from bullion purchased 
37,735,672 standard silver dollars, which 
gave a seigniorage of $11,812,655. The secre- 
tery states that the balance of silver 
bullion now in,the treasury, its cost and its 
coinage value to be as follows:

This seigniorage, the secretary shows, 
when coined will give 43,344,025 standard 
silver dollars.

Signor Cavalott! Crosses Blades With 
Signor Macola, An Editor 


TWO ENGAGEMENTS WITHOUT RESULT 


Slain Man Was Prominent in His Own 
Country and Was Widely Known 
by His Contributions to Lit- 
erature—The Cause cf 
the Duel. 


Rome, March 6.—Signor Felice 
Cavalotti, poet. 
well-known radical member of the chamber 
of deputies for Corte Olona, was killed 
here this afternoon in a duel with swords

dramatist, publicist and 
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Italian chambers, discovered what he 
claimed a new and most promising lode. 
Going through the list of great and little 
men entitled to wear the grand cross of the 
Order of St. Maurice and Lazare, he came 
upon the name of Dr. Cornelius Herz, the 
Panama canal lobbyist. Rightly conjectur- 
ing that it would not be there except for a 
cash consideration, he prosecuted his in-: 
quiries until he felt warranted in making 
the public declaration that Signor Crispi, 
the premier of that day, was guilty of an 
illicit trafficking in decorations. Not long 
after he published a pamphlet against 
Crispi, repeating this charge and adding 
the charge of bribery in the nfth distr’ct 
of Rome, where the premier had defeated 
the Sicilian socialist, Giuseppe De Felice 
Giuffrida. He even gave notice in the 
chamber of a motion to annul the election. 
When the matter came up, Crispi flatly 
declined to make any statement as-to the 
quarrel, and the chamber sustained his 
action. 

Signor Cavalotti then renewed the attack 
in his paper, The Secolo, of Milan, and 
announced that he would prefer charges in 
the courts. This threat he carried out, and 
in his denunciation of Crispi to the criminal 
authorities he asked for the examination 
of the Marquis di Rudini and Signor Berti, 
secretary of tne department of decorations, 
as witnesses in support of his charges, as 
touching Cornelius Herz. These proceed- 
ings with various modificat:ons were con- 
tinued until the court of cessation recently 
transferred the whole matter to pariia- 
ment. Pending this decision, however, 
Sigrfor Cavalotti proposed the impeach- 
ment of Signor Crispi, then fallen from 
power, for the disasters in the Abyssinian 
campaign. To the last he relentlessly pur- 
sued Crispi, and the latter, in the death of 
his brilliant and fearless adversary, will 
probably see the end of the long campaign 
against him. 


FIVE MEN IN STREET FIGHT.

The encounter was the outcome of @ 
press polemic in the columns of the Milan 
Secolo and the Gazetta di Venezia. It took 
place at an unfrequented spot outside the 
Porta Maggiore. 

Senor Macola’s seconds were the Deputies 
Signor Guido Fusinato, a professor at the 
university of Turin, and a member of Fol- 
tre, and Signor Carlo Donati, advocate 
and member for Lonigo. Signor Cavalotti’s 
seconds were Signor Bizzoni, the publicist, 
and Signor Tassi, member of the chamber 
of deputies. 

Shortly before the meeting Signor Cava- 
lotti seemed in excellent spirits, and even 
joked with his seconds. When the word 
was given he attacked his opponent vig- 
orously. The first two engagements were 
without result, but in the third Signor 
Cavalotti received a thrust in the throat 
that severed his jugular. At first it was 
thought he was only slightly injured, but 
the gravity of the wound was soon per- 
ceived on his putting his hand to his 
mouth. He withdrew it covered with blood 


| and could not utter a word. 


Bled to Death Quickly. 

The doctors and his seconds carried him 
to Zelino and laid him on a bed in the 
residence of the Countess Cellaro. Trache- 
otomy was performéd, and artificial breath- 
ing attempted, but all efforts were useless. 
Signor Cavalotti expired in ten minutes 
without speaking again. Signor Macola did 
not receive a scratch. 

The news on reaching the city caused a 
great sensation. Numerous deputies and 
friends rushed to the spot, and there is 
universal regret over the tragic end of 
Cavalotti. 

Signor Cavalotti, who was a member of 
a family originally Venetian, was born in 
Milan, November 6, 1842. At the age of 
eighteen, having become already noted for 
his poetry breathing hatred for Austria, 
he threw himself with, ardor, as a writer 
and soldier, into the struggle for Italian 
independence, taking part in various ex- 
peditions and publishing in the newspapers 
of the day articles and verses whose rev- 
Olutionary audacity attracted wide atten- 
tion. 

He made his debut as a dramatic writer 
at Milan in 1871, presenting a grand his- 
torical and patriotic drama entitled “J 
Pezzanti” (‘‘The Beggars’), which was 
hailed with joud acclaim as a new depart- 
ure in romance. This was followed by @ 


series of dramas and comedies, whose ac- } ed « : 
juries fatal. 


tion was located at Milan, Rome and Flor- 
ence, and by several plays based on an- 
cient or classic themes. 

Signor Cavalotti published also a volume 
of poems, for the most part political in 
theme. a coilection of lyric pieces under 
the title “Anticaglie.” and a translation of 
“Fragments of Tyrtee.”’ 

Some years ago he gathered his publica- 
tions together and published them as 
“Oeuvres Completes,” in an elaborate ¢d!- 
tion. 

Bitter Enemy of Crispi. 

Oft elected to the Italian parliament, his 
career in the chamber from time to time 
was signalized by no less agitation than in 
the publication of his poetic efforts. More 
than once his interpellations and his 
speeches invoked the parliamentary tem- 
pests. He was a life-long opponent of 
Signor Crispi, and was glad to be known 
as one of the Italian politicians ane re- 
sisted with all their energies the tide which 
under the ausp‘ces of Crispi carried Italy

THIS BIG CUN BOOMS WAR TALK; 
CAVECOLOR TO MANY RUMORS AFLOMT 


Ten-inch Bore, 67,000 Pound Rifle Stooped in Atlanta Yesterday, and All 
Day Long Hundreds Thronged fo Take a Look At the Ble 
Terror---Later It Had To Be Moved, 


RIFLE IS ON THE WAY TO PENSACOLA, FLA, 


It Was Rumored in the City That the Montgomery Had

LEE WAS ALSO ASSASSINATED---IN THE RUMORS 


lt Was Also Bruited About That General 
Blanco Had Ordered All the Correspond= 
ents of American Papers to Leave

The arrival in Atlanta Saturday at midnight over the Georgia - 
railroad of 67,000 pounds of gun, augmented by rumors of many 
bloody happenings in Havana harbor caused the-city to put 
on its war clothes and great excitement prevailed all day. 

The center of attraction was the great rife which lay snug- 
ly defiant on an iron flat car in the yards of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad. On this gun hinged all the stories of war 
in Atlanta and its presence caused patriotism to be many 
points above par. 

The gun was a ten-inch bore breech-loading rifle thirty- 
four feet long and was billed to Major F. A. Manhan, Pensa- 
cola, Fla. It will be used in the coast defense. The car teft 
Atlanta this morning at 12:05 o’clock and will reach Pensacole 
in the course of the next few days. ! 

Those who have felt inclined to talk war were considerably 
more comfortable while gazing on the fire-belching monster 
and it proved quite a stimulant to courage. A call for volun- 
teers made by the side of the car containing the big gun 
would have brought forth hundreds of willing men. 

Early yesterday morning war talk began to go the rounds 
and in the course of a few hours every one in Atlanta had 
heard the rumors and thousands had visited the gun and 
gazed at its grayness. Though Sunday, it was the most war- 
like day Atlanta has experienced since the Maine disaster and 
the wise ones were making predictions, half of which, if they 
come true, will see the United States flag flying over Cuba 
and Spain cowering at the feet of Uncle Sam. 


Crowds Gather To See the Big Gun. 


If the rumors which were rife had been true the world 
would have witnessed the greatest naval battle in its history 
and the stars and. stripes would have been covered with gore 
and glory. But these rumors were not true and the warlike 
spirits were forced to curb ‘their impatience and wait awhile. 

When a_. freight train over the Georgia railroad came into 
Atlanta Saturday night puffing and trembling beneath the 
strain of a long string of cars it brought.to the city something 
which resulted in great excitement. This something was a 
long, gray steel rifle weighing. 67,000 pounds. It was resting 
comfortably on a car made espectally for it. 

An idie pedestrian caught eight of the rifle early Sunday 
morning and became wildiy enthusiastic. He told a neighbor 
and in this way the presence of the gun became.known. In 
two hours the whole town knew the rifle was here and a stream 
of people of all classes and colors was moving toward the rail- 
road yards. P ( 

The car bearing the gun was placed in the yards where it 
could be easily reached when it became necessary to send it 
Engines were moving about placing cars and the crowd 
began to fill the yards. It soon became evident that if the 
trains moved someone would be kiiled. The trains had to con- 
tinue their work and when the ‘crowd increased to about 1,000 
persons the ya moved the gun to the Mitchéll street 
crossing 4nd placed it where it fu l view -éf thé people 
and made it unnécessary for them to endanger their lives by 
walking across the tracks. The fact that it was necessary to 
move the gun gives some idea of the size of the crowd, which 
gathered. 

Much War Talk and Many Rumors. 

Following close on the arrival of the huge rifle came rumors 
of a bloody nature. The first rumor was succeeded by others, 
and before noon Dame Rumor had blown the battleship Mont- 
gomery up, assassinated Consul General Lee, caused a Spanish 
warship to fire ona United States gunboat, blown Cuba out 
of the water and caused the demolition of a Spanish fleet. 

The first rumor concerned the blowing up of the Montgome- 
ry.

Havana, via Key West, Fla., March 6.—

the volunteers. The soldiers of three bat- 
talions have tried to see General Blanco 
on the subject, but he made excuses which 
they refuse to accept or believe.

A majority believe that American troops 


‘will be Janded at some point east of Ha- 


vana and the insurgents communicated 
with; that the Spanish soldiery will be de- 
feated or captured in detail, and that in 
the meantime a fleet of United States ves- 
sels will blockade, if not bombard, Havana. 

No one seems to doubt that the reduction 
of this city would be comparatively easy. 

Four twelve-inch guns—two west 
and two east of the city—are the only 
ones that are considered dangerous. 
These are not likely to be well served, 
while their emplacements are modern. 

That most of the Spaniards are of 
the opinion that an attack on Havana 
is to be made, is shown by the abnor- 
mal activity displayed on board the 
Vizcaya. 

The Associated Press correspondent has 
the best naval authority for the statement 
that the Vizcaya is in a constant state of 
readiness for emergencies and that picket 
guards are on the alert day and night in- 
side and outside the harbor. ea 
pointed out that the men-of-war Vizcaya 
and Almirante Oquendo might be caught 
in a blockade and fall easy prey to a 
United States fleet. The cruiser Aifonso 
XII is without boilers and would be of no 
account. All this discussion of the prob- 
ability of a war between the Americans 
and Spaniards proves nothing and only 
shows the state of feeling here. 

Spanish Divers Act Mysteriously. 

The conduct of the Spanish divers who 
are investigating the wreck es the Maine 
is a mystery. This far they have not been 
down five hours in the aggregate and they 
show no disposition to make a thorough in- 
quiry. 

It is impossible to learn the truth fully 
regarding the purpose of the Spanish court 
of inquiry, but it is generally believed that 
the divers were sent down for form’s sake 
only and that a report will be made in ac- 
cordance with instructions from Madrid. 

It may be that the Spanish divers 
have discovered that the whole port 
side of the Maine forward is gone, and 
having so reported, further examina- 
tion is deemed unnecessary. 

The work of our own divers hencefor- 
ward is bound to be slow, owing to the 
ponderous weights to be moved and the 
safety clamps, nuts and rivets that must 
be cut.

As a matter of fact, Spain required no 
formal excuse for the dismissal of a con- 
sular officer,‘ according to international 
law. These officers are not endowed usually 
with diplematic privileges, and they exist 
entirely by the sufferance of the nations 
to which they are sent. In their case, it is 
not necessary or usual to request their 
home governments to recall them. They 
live officially only through an exequatur 
granted by the government to which they 
are accredited, and this may be withdrawn 
at any moment. So Consul General Lee may 
be dismissed from his post at the pleasure 
of the Spanish government, and this would 
not violate any section of international 
law. 

But he is in one respect unique, in 
that he is endowed with semi-diplo- 
matic powers by the wish of our gov- 
ernment and by the consent of the 
Spanish government. 

The request of the Spanish government 
for his recall may, therefore, be regarded 
as tantamount to a demand for the recall 
of an objectionable minister—suich, for 
instance, as was Senor Dupuy DeLome. 

There must be some substantial or satis- 
factory reason for such a demand in such 
cases, and as those presented against Gen- 
eral Lee probably ‘were confined to the 
acts he has so far performed with the 
full sanction and approval of President 
McKinley, the demand was not entertained, 
as is clearly shown in the formal state- 
ment given out by Assistant Secretary Day. 
Under such circumstances the incident 
would close unless Spain took the decisive 
Step of insisting on Generali Lee’s recall, 
and this failing, giving him his exequatur. 
This radical course is not expected, how- 
ever, and all the indications reaching offi- 
cials here is that Spain will not proceed 
further with the incident. 


Ships Not a Serious Question. 

The action regarding the cruiser Mont- 
gomery and gunboat Nashville is looked 
upon by officials here as much less grave 
than that affecting General Lee. Secretary 
Long said tonight that he did not regard 
the question as 'to what ship should carry 
the relief supplies as serious ™ any way, 
or as likely to present any perplexing is- 
gues, 

The desire of the navy department, Mr. 
Long said, was merely to get the supplies 
to Cuba on the most avaable vessel. There 
were three of these now at Key West, the 
Montgomery, Nashville and Fern, alike 
available forthe service, and one of these. 
Mr. Long said, would be designated for the 
trip. 

The Fern is a dispatch boat rather than 
an armed naval vessel and her availability 
for this mission had not previously been 
suggested. Her choice would probably re- 
move all ground for objection, us she has 
none of the characteristics of a war vessel. 

Mr. Long said, however, that the only 
decision thus far reached was that one of 
the naval vessels—Montgomery, Nashville 
or Iern—should make the trip. As this is 
the first time public mention has been made 
of the Fern in comnection with carrying 
the supplies it might be inferred that. she 
will make the trip, 

Orders Are Not Changed. 

The official orders, however, continue to 
Stand as they were originally made, desig- 
nating the Mongomery and Nashville, but 
these could be changed readily if the Fern 
was felt to be suited for the work 


The naval officials have felt from the first 


that the Montgomery and the Nashville 
were ill adaptd for carrying supplies, They 
are-essentially fighting vessels and every 
inch of room is taken with their own sup- 
plies of cordage, canvas, coal, etc. This 
was so apparent that the plans contem- 
plated putting the relief supplies on deck, 
covering them with tarpaulin and trusiing 
to the weather and a quick trip to keep the 
provisions and the clothing from damage. 

The Fern not being essentially a fighting 
machine, but more of the type of a yacht 
for the speedy conveyance of naval dis- 
patches, has considerable more room for 
stowing supplies, both below and on deck. 

The Cuban relief committee counted on 
sending seventy-five tons to Key West, but 
this has now been increased to 100 tons, 
{t left New York on one of the Mallory 
line’s boats yesterday and is due at Key 
West next Wednesday.

the president to the American people, He 
reported that many tons of these supplies 
were stored in Havana and could not be 
forwarded to the eastern end of the island. 
The United States consuls at Matanzas and 
Sagua La Grande had come in person to 
Havana to seek for relief after reporting 
to the State Gepartment the terrible condi. 
tions existing in their respective districts. 

The state department immediately in- 
tituted inquiries and learning that the 
Original decree of the Spanish government 
authorizing the free admission of supplies 
applied only to the port of Havana, se- 
cured permission for the free reception of 
these supplies at al] ports. 

The next obstacle met was the adificulty 
of trans-shipping the goods from Havana 
there being a semi-weekly by 
steamer ang that subject to Many vexa- 
tious local restrictions. 

When the United States cruiser Mont. 
gomery returned from her cruise, which 
included the Cuban ports of Matanzas and 
Santiago, the officers brought harrowing 
tales of the distres< existing there. Cap-

Senor Du Bosc, in an incredulous tone, 
and later, when ‘the affirmation came, 
there was lodged, not a formal protest, 
but rather an insinuation that the move- 
ment of the naval ships would not be ac- 
ceptable; that it would be-construed into 
an act of active sympathy on the part of 
the government of the United States with 
the insurgents. 

But the president had satisfied himself 
that the course he had chosen, that of 
sending the supplics in a naval vessel, was 
the only one that promised sufficient and 
prompt relief. There was no time for po 
lite advice, people were perishing from hun- 
ger by hundreds every day in Cuba, and 
the Spanish charge was so informed. 

Senor Du Bosc, when seen at the Span- 


ish legation today, could add Uttle to the | 


fund of infomation on two subjects which 
were attracting so much official and pub- 
lic attention. He had received no word 
from his government concerning General 
Lee. and he stated positively that no sug- 
gestions concerning General Lee’s retire- 
ment had been submitted by him to the 
state department. 

As to sending relief supplies by the 
Montgomery and Nashville, Senor Du Bosc 
said he felt that merchant vessels were 
much better equipped for such service, 
and their use was not open to that 
misconstruction possible in sending sup- 
plies by the vessels of the navy. 

The news concerning General Lee aroused 
the deepest interest and no. liftle excite- 
ment throvghout: Washington, and for the 
time being the usual quiet of Sunday even- 
ing was put aside. In hotel corridors, at 
the clubs and in all public places it was 
the alisorbing topic, and not since the 
Maine disaster was such widespread pop- 
ular interest evinced in the Spanish situa- 
tion. 

President’s Action 

Approves Presiden . 

The report was denied officially tonight 
that the Columbia had been ordered to 
Key West as soon as she could be ready 
for the voyage. The frigate. Essex, which 
was sighted off Sandy ‘Hook, it was stated, 
was on her way from Norfoik with the 
apprentice boys to New York. 

Speaking of the Madrid dispatch and the 
statement made by Assistant Secretary 
Day, Senator Davis, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, said: 

“It is a circumstance which add to the 
present strained condition, makes things 
more vexatious. I approve the president's 
action in every particular.” 

Senator Pettigrew said: 

“I certainly approve the president's 
course in the matter. I think that in view 
of the fact it is conceded the Maine was 
blown up, the president would be justified 
in sending battleships loaded with com- 
bustibles as well as food and filled with 
armed men. It seems to me we cannot ac- 
cept any settlement short of the inde- 
pendence of Cuba,”’ 

Senator Cullom said: 

“I regard the course pursued by the -pres!i- 
dent in answer to the Spanish government 
as right, justified by all the conditions and 
the American people will indorse him in 
the position he has taken. 

‘Il have believed for some days that we 
were nearing a crisis or culmination of the 
trouble, from day to day, and it has seem- 
ed to me that the Spanish government was 
endeavoring to bring on a conffict between 
that government and ours. Whether this 
government desires it or not, on this ac- 
count it will be almost forced into a war 
with Spain. The peop!e do not want war, 
neither does the president, but neither he 
nor the people will submit to any humilia- 
tion at the hands of the Spaniards. I think 
it is another step on their part in forcing 
an issue between that government and our 
own.”’ - 

Senator Morgan said: 
el. heartily applaud the president’s ac- 
tion. We of the south are very proud of 
General Lee and his conduct in Cuba. It 
only proves what we have always known 
about him—that he is a brave, patriotic 
man, feaviess ta de his Aunty under all cir- 
cumstances, The recall of General Lee. in 
my Opinion, was in deference to the mob 
sentiment in ‘Madrid. After all the for- 
bearance we have shown Spain in making 
our country a base for her supplies she 
turns upon us and make: everything done 
by us Into an act of enmity. After awhile 
we will De satisfactorily informed as to 
the intention of the Spanish gavernment 
toward us, to meet them half way.”

Programme for Both Houses of Con- 
gress Shows Enough Work To Keep 
Both Busy During the Week. 


Washington, March 6.—It is probable that 
both the bill for the relief of the survivors 
and the victims of the Maine disaster and 
the senate bill creating two additional res- 
iments of artillery, with which to man the 
coast defenses, will pass the house this 
week. : : 

The former bill was held up until it could 
be investigated, as it was said that the 
special bill for the relief of the surviv- 
ors and victims of the Samoan wreck in 
1888, led to some scandal. ‘That bill was 
loosely drawn, and it has been asserted 
that some advantage of its provisions was 
taken. 

The present bill has been carefully drawn, 
and is now satisfactory to Mr. Cannon, 
chairman of the committee on appropr.a- 
tions. 

Practically all opposition to the artil- 
lery bill has now disappeared in the house. 
The leaders were, it is said, in favor of 
delaying action upon it to allay public 
alarm, which might have been intensified 
had it been rushed through the house, as 
it was through the senate. 

Beyond action on these two 
the house programme this week, so far as 
is now anticipated, is entirely peaceful, 
and has no reference to possible foreign 
complications. 

Tomorrow is District of Columbia day, 
and Friday, by special order, has been set 
aside for the consideration of the Bowman 
act claims bill. 

The Thorp-Epps contested election case 
will occupy two, possibly three days, and 
such time as remains will probably be 
consumed in the consideration of the post- 
office appropriation bill, which is expected 
to be ready by Wednesday. 

Any unlooked for development in 
Spanish situation might change 
gramme. 

The senate will, in all probability, begin 
the week with the consideration of the 
bill making appropriations for the District 
of Columbia, and when this is completed, 
will take up the conference report on 
the legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill, which has been agreed 
upon, and will be made to the senate to- 
morrow. 

It is considered quite probable that the 
district bill will consume two or three 
days, or even more. One of the questions 
in this bili, which may arouse debate, is 
the action of the senate committee on 
Appropriations in striking out the item in 
the bill, as it came from the house, limit- 
ing telephone charges in the district. There 
will be an effort te restore this provision. 

The census bill, the (Methodist book- 
agent bill and Senator Pettigrew’s bill, 
donating 5 per cent of the proceeds of 
sales of public lands to the various states 
in which the lands are located, wil! contend 
for right of way when there are no Op- 
propriation bills io receive attention, and 
it is yet uncertain which of them will be 
first taken up. 

All of these may be antagonized by the 
Hawaiian annexation treaty, but the plans 
of the foreign relations committee, with 
reference to the treaty, are so far too in- 
definite to permit of any prediction as to 
what it will do.

former bill. That former bill was con- 
siderably criticised as being loosely draw... 
It was introduced in the house as a sub- 
stitute for a bill then pending. The sub- 
stitute was drawn ‘by Mr. Bland and read: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted, That the secre- 
tary of the treasury shall immediately 
cause to be coined as fast as possible the 
silver bullion held in the treasury, pur- 
chased under the act of July 14, 1890, en- 
titled ‘an act directing the purchase of 
silver bullion wnd the issuing ot treasury 
notes thereon, and for other purposes, to 
the amount of the gain or seigniorage of 
such bullion, towit: the sum of and 
such coin or the silver certificates issued 
thereon shall be used in the payment of the 
public expenditures, and the secretary of 
the treasury may, in his discretion, if the 
needs of the treasury demand it, issue 
silver certificates in excess of such coin- 
age, provided that said excess shall not 
exceed the amount of the seigniorage as 
herein authorized to be coined - _ 

“Sec 2 After the coinage provided for 
in the first section of this act the re- 
mainder of the eilver bullion purchased in 
pursuance of said act of July 14, 1890, shall 
be coined into legal tender standard silver 
dollars as fast as possible, and the coin 
shall be held in the treasury for the re- 
demptien of the treasury notes issued in 
the ‘purchase of said bullion; that as fast 
as the bullion shall be coined for the re- 
demption of said notes the notes shall not 
he reissued. but shall be canceled and de- 
stroyed in amounts equal to the coin held 
at any time in the treasury derived from 
the coinage herein provided for, and stliver 
certificates shall ‘be issued on such coin 
in the manner now provided by law, pro- 
vided that this act shall not be construed 
to change existing law relating to the 
legal tender character or mode of redemp- 
tion of the treasury notes issued under the 
said act of July 14, 1&90.’’ 

This bill passed the house on the 2d of 
March. 1894. by 3 vote of 168 to 129. The 
affirmative vote was made up of 136 demo- 
crats, 22 republicans and_10 populists. The 
vote against the bill was made up of 79 
republicans and W#® democrats. 

In the senate two weeks later the bill was 
passed by a vote of 44to 31. Those voting 
for it were 30 democrats, 10 republicans and 
4 populists. Voting against the bill were 
21 republicans and 10 democrats. 

An analysis of the vote in both houses 
shows that many of those then classed as 
democrats who voted against the measurc 
either deserted the party in the Iast 
national campaign or have since been re- 
tired to private life. 

May Cut an Important Figure. 

“he opening up of the silver question at 
this time is highly interesting, particularly 
In the way it comes. The proposition 
which will present itself to congress will be 
a simple one. It is whether the treasury 
shall be given an increase of $43,000,000 at 
no cost to the government. 

As everybody knows the seigniorage is 
the excess in the coinage value of the 
silver over the price at which the bullion 
was purchased by the treasury. The Sher- 
man act provided in specific terms for the 
coinage of this seigniorage aud its addition 
to the available funds in the treasury. 

The third section of the Sherman law de- 
clares: 

“And a gain or seigniorage arising from 
such coinage shall be accounted for and 
paid into the treasury.” 

The report of Secretary Gage shows that 
this has been done in the past, The money 
is there in the shape of bullion, and all 
that has to be done is to coin it. In other 
words, it is just that much of a pick up 
for the treasury, and surely in the present 
state of the treasury, under the operation 
of Mr. Dingley’s non-revenue producing bill, 
such a pick up is not to.be despised. 

Would McKinley Veto It? 

The silver men in the house will, of 
course, support the bill. It is believed that 
all of those members who maintain pro- 
fessions of bimetallism will support’ the 
proposition, for none of these will dare 
contend that the parity about which they 
have so much to say, will be endangered 
by the addition of 43,000,000 of standard sil- 
ver dollars. Of course, the extreme gold 
men will vote against the proposition, as 
they will against any and all propositions 
looking to the further coinage of silver. 
But there seems to be a fair chance of car- 
rying such a bill through congress. 

There are republicans in Washington who 
believe that if such a bill was presented 
to him, the president will sign it. They 
are men like Chandler and Wolcott and a 
good many others who have not gane sa 
far in the behalf of silver, who still be- 
lieve that the president is friendly toward 
bimetallism and will take such an occasion 
to demonstrate the fact. The extreme gold 
men, however, expect that he would hide 
again behind a lot of platitudes about the 
“country’s honor,” and would follow the 
exampie of Cleveland by vetoing the bill. 

It Settled Cleveland’s Status. 

Leading republicans are not a little dis- 
turbed over the prospect of a fight on 
the financial question coming in this way. 
They fear that they cannot control the 
members from the middie and western 
states on so distinct a silver nroposition, 
and they fear that this proposition to coin 
the seigniorage may prove the last straw 
to split the back of the republican party 
in congress just as it marked the final sep- 
aration of the gold and silver democrats

VALUE OF OUR SANDY SOILS 


The Growing of the Cane a Source of 
Great Profit. 


EVRGIA SYRUP RIVALS THE MAPLE

Thomasville, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)— 
The sirup industry of south Georgia is 
attracting much attention throughout the 
eutire country, and well it may, for there 
is no section that produces sugarcane of 
better quality than does south Georgia. 

This entire section, where a sandy, pim- 
ply soil predominates, is peculiarly adapt- 
ed to the growth, The climate and ‘soil 
give to it a specially mild flavor that is

most delighitful sirup to be found in any 
market. It surpasses anything placed on 
tne market, except possibly pure maple 
sirup, and it closely rivals this in every 
rari‘eviar and is preferred by many who 
are familiar with both articles. 

Not a New Venture. 


The growing of sugarcane in this section 
is by no means a new industry. It has 
long been Known and recognized aS a pay- 
ing crop, but only recently has it received 
so much attention and even now it is just 
budding into an industry which gives 
promise of developing into startling pro- 
portions. 

Cairo, a thriving little town twelve miles 
west of Thomasville, is located in the cen- 
ter of the principal cane producing sec- 
tion of this county, and it enjoys the rep- 
utation of shipping by far the largest 
amount and the best quality of sirup of 
any other point. This is due partly to the 
peculiar adaptahility of the soil of the 
country adjacent to the town and partly 
to the lively interest taken by the deal- 
ers and manutacturers.

It has 
been supplanicad by large power mills and 
the juice boiled either by the same steam 
with which it was ground or cooked in 
large evaporators. .These modern processes 
not cnly luprove the quality of the goods, 
but very greatly lessen the cost of pro- 
auction

For several years past he has had 
orders far in excess of his production, and 
the lowest price he has realized is 22 cents 
per gallon f. 0, b. shipping place, and rang- 
ing from that up to 35 cents per gallon. He 
has long since abandoned King Cotton and 
is prospering by growing cane fora money 
crop. 

Mr. Henry Wight, who belongs to the 
well Known Wight family of this county, 
is probably the largest grower in his sec- 
tion. Last year he planted some thirty 
acres. He has made a study of the busi- 
ness and uses all the latest improvements 
in the manufacture of his sirup, for which 
there is always a live demand. Mr. W. G. 
Lewis, Mr. W. B. Roddenbury, Mr. W. B. 
Hawthorn and numerous other farmers 
plant largely of cane, 


Aid of the Sellers. 


But to the growers alone the credit for 
the present status of Georgia sirup should 
not be given. Such dealers as T. D. Haw- 
thorne, broker, and Wright Bros., mer- 
chants, have contributed largely to the suc- 
cess of the indutsry. Their vigilance in 
pushing the goods imto new markets and 
skillfully selecting and grading the ship- 
ments so as to maintain its reputation, and 
reboiling the thin.and imferior stock re- 
ceived from inexperienced growers, has 
contributed much to the success of the 
comparatively new venture. 

Mr. T. D. Hawthorne was raised on a 
plantation where he had considerable ex- 
perience with the growth of cane and fhe 
manufacture of sirup. When only sixteen 
years of age he saw with rare business 
foresight for one of his years that there 
was a great future for the sirup industry. 
He moved to Cairo and began handling 
sirup and has built up a large and profita- 
ble business. He associated with him Mr. 
J. H. Barwick, also the son of a planter,

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all the time 4nd A ropa an 
extensive business. Messrs. ight Bros., 
sons of the late G. A. Wight, are also im- 
portant factors in the sirup industry, 
having had long experience. Even before 
sirup was thought of as the coming in- 
dustry of this section they were handling 
it in a small way, and as the business 
grew they grew with it, always maintain- 
ing the reputation that belongs to the 
name of Wight. 
The Acreage in Cane. 

The acreage about Cairo the past season 
was about 600 acres and the average pro- 
duction of sirup fifteen thirty-gallon bar- 
rels per acre; however, twenty-five barrels 
is*often obtained. As to the cost of the 


article that depends very largely upon the 
methods used in the manufacture. The 
more extensive the Plant the cheaper the 
cost, which ranges from 12 to 20 cents per 
gallon, averaging, it is said, about, 15 cents. 
One acre, producing fifteen barrels, thirty 
gailons to the barrel, yields 450 gallons. 
Average selling price is about 22 cents per 
gallon, but at present it is lower. This sea- 
son 2) cents will make a conservative aver- 
age, but at 20 cents the profit would be a 
cents per gallon, and this would net the 
planter & profit of $22.50 per acre. 

The price of sirup at Cairo nets the 
manufacturer the season throughyfrom 3 
to 5 cents per gallon more than any other 
market in this section. This is due to the 
quauity of the sirup and to tne markets the 
dealers have established. Cash is paid for 
sirup there the same as for Cotton; in fact, 
it is the money crop of that section. While 
this is the case at Cairo, the industry is 
badly in need of nurture at many ovuher 
points, where with proper attention the 
same results could be attained. To bring 
this about it seems that it is necessary to 
establish a refinery, Which would furnish 
a ready market. Un this line the following 
letter written by Mr. J. B. Wight to The 
Times-Enterprise, of this city, shows that 
such an establishment would most certain- 
ly be a paying investmeht to the builder 
as weli as the cane producer: 


The Field Reviewed. 


There is no sect.on of the country that 
produces cane of better quality than does 
south Georgia. Louisiana is ahead of us 
in the quancity grown, but as will be seen 
further on, it is inferior in sucrose (sugar) 
to ours. And yet Louis.ana makes every 
year thousands of tons°of sugar. We have 
already reached the point in the production 
of sirup where the quantity of cane grown 
cannot be profitably increased, uniess it 1s 
utilized in other ways. If Louisiana makes 
the manufacture of sugar profitable, why 
cannot Georgia? This question arose and 
was submitted to the secsetary of agricul- 
ture at Washington for an opinion. The 
reply stated that the profitable manufac- 
ture of sugar from our cane depends al- 
most entire1y upon the quantity of sucrose 
it contains, and suggested that samples be 
sent tor analysis. Accordingly about a 
month ago I sent to W. W. Wiley, chiet 
of the div.sion of chemistry at Washing- 
ton, samples of three diiterent kinds of 
cane. Here is the reply, giving the results 
of the anaiysis: : ) sea 

“U. S. Department of Agriculture, Divis- 
ion of Chemistry, Washington, January lo, 
1898.—Mr. _ B. Wight, Cairo, Ga.: Dear 
Sir—Before leaving Washington a few days 
since for a short absence Dr. Wiley directed 
me to reply to your ietter of the 4th in- 
stant, and give you the results of our ex- 
amination of the samples of cane and sirup 
which you sent to this laboratory. Dr. 
Wiley also wishes me to thank you for the 
samples of sirup, which he stated was of a 
very fair quality. We will file your letter 
for future use in connection with sugar 
matters in the south. As you may perceive 
by the following reports, the cane is of a 
very superior quality, and is considerably 
above the average richness of Louisiana 
cane.

Now, Mr. Editor, the result of this test is 
all that the most sanguine could hope for. 
It shows that, at a Icw estimate, seven 
pounds of sugar is contained in cane suf- 
ficient to make one gallon of sirup. Sirup 
is selling here at from 16 to 17 cents per 
gallon, and 3 cents’ per gallon of this goes 
to pay for the barrel, thus netting the 
producer but 13 to 14 cents. Why can we 
not make our cane into sugar, and so have 
a practically unlimited market for all we 
can produce, and besides realizing a b?tter 
price for it than we now receive by mak- 
ing it into sirup? One of two plans ought 
to work to our advantage: 

1. Make our cane into brown sugar and 
sell to the sugar refineries. Thousands of 
tons of crude sugar are shipped every 
yea from foreign countries to be refined 
in the United States. Why should we buy 
from others what we can so readily make 
for ourselves? 

2. Have a refinery in our midst and so 
save the freight on the crude sugar to the 
refireries And on the refined product to the 
consumers of this section. If this were 
done, the production of cane in. Thomas 
county could easily be quadrupled, and 
more, and our servile allegiance to King 
Cvoiton could be thrown off. 

There is food for action and thought 
along here. Who will move in the matter?

Texan Announces That He Will Not Be 
In the Next Raee, 


CULBERSON AN EASY WINNER 


a Lecture on Bimetallism. 


CRITICISES EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE'S RULING 


Declares That Many of the Best Citi- 
zens Are Disfranchised in the 
Coming Primaries. 


Houston, Tex., March 6.—The Post will, 
in the morning, print a letter from United 
States Senator Mills in which he formally 
withdraws from the race for re-election 
to the United States senate, which leaves 
the field clear to Governor C. A. Culber- 
s0n, 

In his letter Mr. [Mil's gives aS the prin- 
cipal reason for his Withdrawal the recent 
action of the state executive committee, 
which made a stringent test for all persons 
desiring to participate in democratic prima- 
ries and conventions. 

‘I supposed that the primaries would be 
open ito all democrats to expres; their 
breferences for all offices to be nominated 
by our party, The action of the execu- 
tive committee in disfranchising a large 


He Says: 


element of the party was done to dictate 
the nomination of certain men and to pre- 
vent the nomination of certain othera. 
The effect of this action will be that not 
Only those preseribed will be excluded, but 
such discontent among other democrats 
will be produced that but few will attend 
them and these few will be adherents of 
the favorites intended to be benefited by 
the exclusion. The result will be as it 
was with the Dudley primaries two years 
ago, and it would be useless for me to ap- 
peal to the people when the judgment to 
be rendered has already been determined, 
I therefore announce to you that I am not 
a candidate longer for re-election to the 
senate.”’ 


He goes on then to deny that he doserted 
bimetaNism and goes into his record at 
length, concluding by saying: 


‘‘Now that the great body of the com- 
mercial world has taken its stand against 
silver I do not believe it in the vower of 
the United States alone, by its independent 
action. to restore the value of silver to 
par with gold at 16 to 1. I believe that 
the United States can restore the deman@ 
which they withdrew, but do not believe 
that thev can restore the demand which 
was withdrawn bv other countries when 
they closed their minis against silver.” 


He then attacks taxing free raw mate- 
rials, which is advocated by Governor Cul- 
berson and by Congressman WRajley, the 
ae2mocratic leader in the house, both of 
whom he mentions by name. He concludes: 


“The coinage of all the silver in ithe world 
would accomplish no good while exhaus- 
tive taxation is eating away the life of the 
country day and night. It is taxation that 
ls stopping the wheels of industry, keeping 
men out of employment, forcing down tha 
prices of farm products, forcing up the 
prices of manufacturers, building up a 
moneyed aristocracy ang tearing down the 
pillars of the republic.”

SEIZURE OF LARGE DISTILLERY. 


New United States Deputy Goes To 
Work in Earnest. 

Anniston, <Ala., March 6.—(Special.)—J. 
W. Kitchen, who on March Ist became 
deputy United States collector in this dis- 
trict, has made a good start. He assumed 
the duties of his office on Wednesday, and 
in less than twenty-four hours he and 
Deputy Marshal Burgess had made in Cle- 
burne county one of the most important 
revenue captures of the year. 

Four miles from Fruithurst the two offi- 
cers found a large illicit still in full ope- 
ration. It was one of the most complete 
and up-to-date moonshine outfits yet found 
in this section, and had evidently been in 
successful operation for a long time, as the 
officers found more than a thousand gal- 
lous of beer on hand.

Ward, who is charged with operat-ng the 
still, was arrested and brought to Annis- 
ton. Ward was bound over to the United 
States grand jury.

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Cuba in Congress. 

Congress does well at this time to 
stand on its record as to Cuba and to 
devote its time to other matters—such 
as the buying of warships and the jn- 
crease in our artillery strength, pend- 
ing those greater matters in which Cu- 
ba is only an incident. Those in the 
senate and ‘house who are the real 
friends of Cuba are well known, and it 
is unnecessary for them at. this time 
to make any hysterical effort to empha- 
Size their position. The day is not far 
off when they can do that with dignity 
and when the doing of it will mean 
something. 

Just now it is best to go slow. The 
other day Senator Allen, whose habit 
of doing the right thing at the wrong 
time is familiar to most people, made 
an effort to attach a rider to the general 
appropriation bill recognizing the bel- 
ligerency of the insurgents. It was 
clearly an amendment in nowise ger-~ 
mane to the original bill, and the pres- 
dent of the senate very properly ruled 
it out of order. Senator Allen appealed 
from the decision of the chair, andina 
somewhat acrimonious debate which fol- 
lowed it, became sgt venir that there are 
a dozen or more senators who feel that, 
in season or out, their present duty is to 
drive blindly ahead toward recognizing 
the Cuban belligerents, ignoring alike 
the plain parliamentary rules of their 
ordinary common 
sense which should govern them at so 
critical a moment. 

The decision of the chair wag sus- 
tained by an overwhelming majority, 
and both,of Georgia’s senators voted 
against the Allen appeal. For doing sv, 
Senator Bacon was attacked by the gen- 
tleman from Nebraska as a foe to Cuba, 
and with commendable spirit Senator 
Bacon replied that he had in the past 
voted whenever he had opportunity of- 
fered for Cuban recognition and that he 
yielded to no man in his devotion to 
the cause of Cuban liberty, but that at 
a time when one of the greatest issues in 
the history of the world was being tried 
over the black wreck of the battleship 
Maine in the harbor of Havana, he felt 
it to be his first duty as a member of 
congress not to further cloud that issue 
by a foolish and meaningless declara- 
tion of the senate. 

Senator Clay, in a few forceful words, 
said precisely the same thing, and the 
final vote on the motion showed that 
the genate can safely be trusted in the 
present emergency, in spite of the ardor 
of its patriotism, not to interfere in a 
way that would embarrass’ other 
branches of the national government. 
Cuba is in better shape today than she 
ever has been. She is not only holding

‘Beyond this, the taste and inclinations 
of our correspondent must guide. When 
he once comes to appreciate the Bible 
as literature, he will be able to choose 
his own books. As to the fo-called 
“split infinitive,” we are sorry he has 
asked about it. Ignorance of it would 
do him no possible harm, and a knowl- 
edge of it may tend to make him shy of 
expressions that are perfect English. 
We advise our young friend “to freely 
employ” his own spirit of independence 
in this matter, and in giving him the 
advice we use the “split infinitive.” Were 
we to advise him “freely to employ’’ 
this spirit of independence, we should 
have the purists and the verbal critics 
with us, but at the expense of wretched 
English. 

On this subject, we have at hand some 
very just observations by Mr. Bernard 
Shaw, a well known English writer, 
which we advise our correspondent to 
take to heart: 

For the “split infinitive’ pest there !< no 
excuse at ail. There {gs nothing what- 
ever to misicad him, except his 
own nature. If any man were to ob- 
ject to a split indicative, such as “I great- 
ly regret,”’ or a split subjunctive, such as 
“I should greatly prefer,” or a split im- 
perative, such as “come slowly up,”” wat 
newspaper would waste an inch of space 
on his foolish ignorance? And vet this 
split infinitive nonsense is taken quite se- 
riously by editors who are sufficiently good 
writers to repeatedly use it themselves 

The infinitive is a mood in which the po- 
sition of the adverb cannot possibly pro- 
€uce ambiguity; consequently the order 
of the words is not a matter of grammar, 
but of style, ef which the ear is the only 
arbiter. “The ear often demands the split 
infinitive, and will have it in spite of all 
the silly vho do not know what 
6tvVle means. 

It will be noted that in the last five 
words of the first paragraph Mr. Shaw 
shows how naturally the “split infini- 
tive” fits its use. In fact, it occasion- 
ally takes the shape of an idiom. It 
will also be noted that Mr. Shaw uses

| clearly 


“style” where he means “diction.” This 
is no offense, since the context shows 
what is meant. The use of 
“style” for “diction” is offensive only 
when it is employed as Herbert Spen- 
cer employs it. He ites an essay 
on “Style,” the greatér part of which is 


about diction. Whatever carries con- 
fusion to the mind ig absolutely wrong 
in written English. Whatever makes 
for clearness is correct, though it may 
not have the approval of the purists. 

Qur young friend may depend on his 
ear to set him right in larger and more 
important matters than the “split in- 
finitive.”’

Treaty Agreements with Spain. 

On account of the strained relations at 
present existing between the United 
States and Spain, some inquiry into the 
nature of our treaty agreements with 
the latter country may be of interest at 
this time. 

According to a well-informed writer, 
who discusses the subject at some length 
in The Chicago Times-Herald, the first 
of our treaty agreements with Spain was 
concluded on October 27,1795. In the 
negotiations which resulted in this 
treaty agreement the United States was 
represented by Thomas Pinckney, and 
Spain by Senor De La Paz. ‘Without 
undertaking to review the several feat- 
ures of this important treaty agreement, 
it provided that each nation should pro- 
tect the vessels and other effects belong- 
ing to the citizens or subjects of the 
other which might happen to be within 
the extent of its jurisdiction. With re- 
spect to the treatment of parties arrest- 
ed or detained for offenses committed 
within the juridiction of either country, 
it provided that such offenses should be 
tried by order and authority of law only. 
Says the treaty agreément: 

The citizens and subjects of both parties 
shall be aJlowed to employ such advocates, | 
scMcitors, notaries, agents and factors as 
they may judge proper in all their affairs 
and in all their trisis at law in which thev 
may be concerned before the = tri- 
bunals of the other partv: and such agents 
shall have free access to be present at the 
proceedi: gs in such cases and the taking 
of examinations and evidence which may 
be exhibited at the said trials. 

But at this particular time special in- 
terest attaches to that feature of the 
treaty agreement which relates to the 
breaking out of hostilities between the 
two countries. In this connection the 
treaty agreement provides: 

If war shall break out between the two 
said nations one year after the proclama- 
tion of war shall be allowed to the mer- 
chants in the cities and towns where they 
shall live for collecting and transporting 
their goo@s and merchandise; and if they 
thing be taken from them or any injury 
be done to them within that term by either 
party or the people or subjects of elther, 
full satisfaction shal] be made for the same 
by the government. 

As the treaty agreement which con- 
tains the foregoing provisions is still op- 
erative, it follows that in the event of 
hostilities between the two countries, 
one year’s time would have to be given 
the merchants of either country residing 
in the other for collection and trans- 
porting their goods and merchandise. 
But in all likelihood hostilities between 
the two countries would not be prolonged 
to the limit of this indulgence. Six 
months at the furthest would be suffi- 
cient for settling matters with our en- 
gines of war. ~ 

Another treaty agreement was cCon- 
cluded between the two countries in 1802. 
This was for the purpose of indemnify- 
ing the citizens of the United States for 
injuries sustained at the hands of Span- 
ish ships during the French and Span- 
ish war. Still another treaty agreement 
was entered into in 1820 for the purpose 
of settling the question of a boundary 
line between Spanish and American pos- 
sessions on this continent. In 1834, 1871 
and 1877 minor treaty agreements be- 
tween the two countries were concluded. 
In spite of the friendly terms in which 
these treaty agreements are couched, the 
United States and Spain have been at 
outs since diplomatic relations between 
them first commenced. 
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Our Agricultural Trade. 


Mr. Frank H. Hitcheock, chief of the 
foreign section of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, thas recently 
compiled some interesting figures show- 
ing the extent of our foreign trade in 
agricultural products. These figures 
show that while our agricultural exports 
for the past fiscal year aggregated $616,- 
074,947 in value, or 70 per cent of our 
entire exports, our agricultural imports 
on the other hand aggregated not less 
than $400,871,468 in value, or more than 
52 per cent of our entire imports. To 
those of our readers who have given the 
subject of our foreign trade little 
thought, it will be surprising to know 
that our imports of agricultural prod- 
ucts are almost as great as our exports. 

Among the various agricultural prod- 
ucts Which this country imports from 
foreign markets may be mentioned su- 
gar, coffee, tea, silk, tobacco, fruits, 
wines, cotton, vegetable oils, rice, opium, 
cocoa, distilled spirits, nuts and spices. 
In this same list are also included wool 
and hides. Of imported = agricnitural 
products the figures for the past year 
show that sugar, wool, tea, rice and 
opium were purchased in much larger 
quantities than usual; and that coffee, 
hides, silk, tobacco, fruits and cotton 
were purchased in smaller quantities. 
than usual. Altogether our agricul- 
tural imports for the past year exceeded 
those for the preceding year by $9,842,- 
061. Since 1893 our agricultural im- 
ports have been as follows:

But what of our agricultural exports? 

According to the figures compiled by Mr. 
Hitchcock we have made decided gains 
during the past year in the exportation 
of agricultural yftocducts. 
agricultural exports aggregated in value 
only $574,398,264; in 1897 they aggregat- 

ed_inm valine $689,755,193, showing a net 

increase of $115,351,929. Among the va- 
rious agricultural products which this 
country exports to foreign markets may 
be mentioned cotton, wheat, corn, flour. 
oats, barley, cotton seed oil, butter, meal, 
flaxseed, fruits and starch. (Cotton is 
decidedly the most important of all our 
agricultural exports. In 1896 we ex- 
ported 2,335,.226.385 pounds of cotton to 
foreign countries; in 1897 we exported 
-3,103,754,949 pounds. In spite of the

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SENATOR BACON AND CUBA. 


Vigorous Speech in Response to the 
Attack of Allen, of Nebraska. 
Washington, March 6.—(Special.)—The 
stand which Senators Bacon and Clay took 
against Senator Allen's effort to attach a 
Cuban belligerency rider to the general 
appropriation bill some days ago is receiving 
favorable comment in the newspapers that 
have discussed the matter. It will be re- 
membered that Senator Allen attacked 
Senator Bacon, charging that he was not 
a friend of Cuba, because he refused to 
support the amendment, In repiy the sena- 

tor from Georgia said: 

“Mr. President, in order that I may not 
be placed in the position assigned,to me 
by the distinguished senator from Nebras- 
Ka (Mr. Allen), and that it may not appear 
that I am attempting to escape from the 
legitimate consequences of my vote, 1 de- 
sire to state that I not only believe that 
the ruling of the chair is correct, but that 
I do not think that at this time the sub- 
ject-matter of this resolution would be 
a proper one for us to act upon affirma- 
tively. There is certainly no eftort to dodge 
in that position. 

‘Mr. President, I do not yield to the sen- 
ator from Nebraska in his opinion that the 
day has come when Spanish rule should 
be broken in that island. I do not yield to 
the senator from Nebraska in. the wish I 
have that in all legitimate ways that end 
may be accomplished, and speedily accom- 
plished. 

‘‘As has been stated by the senator from 
Indiana (Mr. Turpie), in the last congress 
Ll voted for the concurrent resolution ac- 
knowledging the belligerency of the Cuban 
insurgents. In the present congress I have 
voted for the joint resolution to the same 
effect; and I have been ready to go further 
and to say that I believe the time for the 
breaking of Spanish rule has come, and 
that we are ready to acknowledge the in- 
dependence of Cuba. Certainly the senator 
from Nebraska cannot go further than that. 

“But, occupying that position, Mr. Pres- 
ident, I think that this is not the time for 
us to give expression to that resolution by 
the senate of the United States or by the 
congress of the United States. There is a 
great and contrdiling reason with me why 
I am not of this opinion. One of the great- 
est issues ever tried on the earth is now 
being tried, in the presence of all the na- 
tions in the harbor of Havana; an issue 
out of which are to grow results the mag- 
nitude and the far-reaching consequences 
of which no man can now anticipate. Let 
Us not obscure that issue. .Let not do 
Will possibly defeat the 
ascertainment of a true verdict in the trial 
of that issue. 

“Mr. President, the wreck of the . once 
proud battleship, the Maine, lies in. the 
harbor of Havana, a province of the king- 
dom of Spain. Was her destruction due to 
accident or perfidious treachery? Our prose- 
cution of the investigation of that momen- 
tous question can only be made with the 
continued consent of Spain. it certainly 
cannot be made if there is-a. rupture of 
friendly relations between us. If it be true 
that the loss of that Wattleship was due 
to internal cause, we ought to know the 
facts in order that we may guard against 
a recurrence in the future. If it be true 
that it was not due to internal cause, but 
was due to external cause,whether externa] 
accidgént or external treachery, we ought 
also to know ft: and if the last. the whole 
world. will hold us justifiable in holding 
that hation to a reckoning which shall be 
a monument for all time to the sight of 
a people to protection against treachery in 
the harbor of a friendly power. (Applause 
in the galleries.)

The largest navy of the world by long 
odds is, of course, that of Great Britain. 
France comes next with a navy of wonder- 
ful strength for the size and population 
ef the republic. Russia's and Germany's 
navies are next to that of France, and 
then comes the United States and Spain. 
Italy, Turkey and Austria-Hungary follow 
close in the procession. 

The navy of Great Britain is composed of 
29 first-class battleships, 24 secon@ and 
third class battleships, 18 sea-going and 
non-sea-going coast defense vessels, 18 ar- 
mored cruisers, 62 gunboats of the first, 
second and third class, 198: torpedo boats, 
103 torpedo boat-destroyers and about 400 
hulks, dispatch, training tugs, subsidized 
and miscellaneous vessels. In the navy 
there are 2,243 officers and 58,916 seamen. 

France’s navy is composed of 195 first- 
class baitleships, 9 second-class, 24 sea-go- 
ing and non-sea-goimg coast defense ves- 
sels, 13 armored cruisers, 61 protected and 
partially protected and unprotected cruis- 
ers, 49 gunboats of the first. second and 
third class, 249 torpedo boats, 17 torpedo 
boat-destroyers cnd 231 miscellaneous ves- 
sels.

REPAIRING ANGRY ELEVATOR. 


Wcerkmen Overhauling Machine at the 
Custom House. 

The elevator at the custom house is un- 
dergoing repairs which it is hoped by those 
in the building will result in causing it to 
resume its work in a businesslike manner 
and refrain from showing its displeasure 
by refusing to properly answer to the 
movements of the lever. 

It will be remembered that this elevator 
went wild when the old elevator man re- 
signed some few weeks ago. For months the 
elevator had gone up and down between 
the four stories without a halt or hesita- 
tion. No fault had ever been found with it 
and the regular inspections disclosed the 
fact that it was in good condition. 

Those who ride in this machine every day 
were naturally very much surprised when 
it suddenly began to cut up pranks which 
would be unbecoming to any well regulaited 
elevator. A strange malady seemed to 
suddenly seize it and it displayed an ill 
temper in a way that promised to cause 
some of the passengers to lose their 
lives, At times it would remain perfectly 
still until some one attempted to enter and 
then with a creak of defiance it would 
start rapidly upward and make a desperate 
effort to crush the life out of the would-be 
passenger. 

Then it would refuse to answer the move- 
ments of the lever, Instead of going down 
it was just as likely to go up or not to 
move at all. It went fm fits and jerks and 
seemed ill pleased with its lot. 

While this was going on, elevator inspec- 
tors were at work and they gave the ma- 
chine several thorough examinations, but 
all their investigation could disclose no 
defect. The machine was in good condi- 
tion and the experience of the inspectors 
told them it should work properly. Despite 
this, however, the elevator continued its 
pranks and those in the custom house 
walked up and down the steps, leaving the 
new elevator man to struggle with it 
alone. 

A person who has never had any expe- 
rience with elevators and knows nothing 
of their general make up would have de- 
clared that the removal of the old elevator 
man was the cause of the strange ‘actions 
of the elevator. It would be called by him 
a display of grief. 

But the elevator jnspectors were not 
romantic, imaginative or even supersti- 
tious. While everyone in the building 
knew the cause of the trouble these wise 
men would not admit it and now the old 
elevator is undergoing repairs. 

New cables are being placed in. The 
machinery is in a state of repair and when 
the work is completed the elevator will be 
as good as new. When all this is finished 
will the elevator forget about its old mas- 
ter or will it continue to display its grief 
in a different way?

IS GEORGIA CO. OPPOSING? 


It Is Said Latter Bought Land To 
Prevent Erection of Dams. 


A BILL PASSED BY THE LESISLATURE 


An Interesting Story of the New Cor- 
poration—Cheaper Lights for 
Streets. 


The plan of northern capitalists to har- 
ness the Chattahoochee river is well un- 
der way. There ds little doubt that the 
new company means business. It consists 
of several prominent Baltimore and New 
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waterworks companies.” = P 
The bill was inspired by a Gainesville 
attorney, who represents the new electric 
company, It was put on third reading in 
the house, November 5th, and was ap- 
proved by Governor Atkinson December 
7th, nearly three weeks before the purchase 
of the Wing property was recorded in the 
office of the clerk at the courthouse. Under 
this authority the officials of the new com- 
pany would have the perfect right to con- 
demn the Wing property, even if it is own- 
ed by the Georgia Electric Light Company. 
Was It a Trap for Local Concern? 
The question that naturally arises is, 
did the new company Set trap for the 
Georgia company, into which the latter 
has apparently walked, by purchasing the 
land? Dia the Georgia company know 

such a law had been passed? 

A most reasonable Supposition is that 
the Georgia people were ignorant of the 
presence of the law. This is strengthened 
by the report that & portion of the Wing 
farm has been sold again #ince its pur- 
chase by BE. P. Black at a $3,000 loss. 

The theory is also advanced that the 
Georgia company, under the new act, would 
have as much right to condemn property 
as the new company. li would be a ques- 
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tion, however, as to whether they “owned

York concerns backed by millions. The 
officials have been considering the matter 
for over a year, and have decided to fur- 
nish Atlanta with electric power at a 
greatly reduced cost. Large tracts of land 
have been bought in the neighborhood of 
the river from Roswell down to and below 
Power's ferry, and excavations have al- 
ready been commenced on one of the dams. 
The work wiil be pushed to an garly com- 
pletion. 

To all appearances the Georgia Electric 
Light Company does not favor the new 
scheme. Certain transactions, real estate 
and otherwise, have occurred in the last 
few months which are significant, and in 
which, it is said, the Georgia people are 
largely concerned. This company is headed 
by one of the shrewdest business men in 
the south, and it is safe to say the officials 
of the new company possess equal shrewd- 
ness. 

The Lay of the Land. 

Bull Sluice falls is about three miles be- 
low Roswell, in the extreme northern por- 
tion of the county. Powers’ ferry is 
about eleven miles further down the river. 
It is near these points that the new com- 
pany contemplates erecting dams for their 
water power. The first of these dams will 
have to be about fifty or sixty feet high, 
and will cost nearly $200,000. In order to 
erect this dam it will be necessary to pur- 
chase or secure rights of way on prop- 
erty adjacent to the river for ten or, fifteen 
miles up the stream, because the back 
water would cover a good deal of the ter- 
ritory. Realizing this, the new company 
has either bought or secured an option on 
the most of this property, and has com- 
menced work. 

On the banks of the river immediately 
south of Roswell is a property known as 
the Wing farm, consisting of about 500 
acres, On December 24, 1897, this property 
was bought by E. P. Black, the well- 
known real estate agent, for $9,670. It Is 
said that Mr. Black was acting for the 
Georgia Electric Light Company. and that 
while the property is recorded in Mr. 
Black’s name, the Georgia Electric Light 
Company virtually controls it, having been 
at the back of the purchase. When Mr. 
Black was asked if the Georgia company 
|had anything to do with the purchase of 
the property, he would not deny it. When 
Mr. H. M. Atkinson, president of the Geor- 
gia company, was asked if his company 
had any interest in the purchase of the 
property, he also failed to deny it. There 
is practically no doubt, therefore, that the 
Georgia company did authorize Mr. Black 
to buy the land for it, and that its object 
was to prevent, if possible, the erection of 
the dams by the new company... 


Significant Clause in the Deed. 
There is a significant clause in the deed 
recorded in the clerk’s office, which reads 
as follows: 

“There is hereby conveyed to said party 
of the second part’ (nominally E. P. 
Black) ‘‘his heirs and assigns, a roadway 
covering the space of fourteen feet along 
the edge of the river, the said measure- 
ment of the fourteen feet to be from the 
mean water mark of the river AS IT NOW 
STANDS, with the right to said party of 
the second part, his heirs and assigns, to 
use the same perpetually as a road.” 

According to this clause, without spe- 
cial legislation, the new company would 
have no right to back the river water over 
this road, thereby cutting it off from the 
uSe of the E. P. Black interests, ag pro- 
vided for; nor would the new company 
have the right to back the water over one 
inch of the Black property without special 
condemnation proceeding sustained by 
court, 

It will be readily seen, therefore, that 
the Georgia Electric Light Company could 
have given the concern serious trouble in 
this respect by injunctions and lawsuits 
innumerable. That this was the object of 
the purchase, is vigorously denied by 
President Atkinson. 

October 29, 1897, about sixty days before 
the purchase of the Wing farm, Mr. John- 
son, of Hall, introduced the following bill 
in the legislature, giving water power 
companies generating electricity authority 
to condemn property along that water- 


way: 

‘Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, that from and af- 
ter the passage of this act, any corpora- 
tion or indiv.dual owning or controlling 
any water power in this state, or lgcation 
for steam piant hereinafter mentioned, and 
operating or constructing or preparing to 
construct thereon a plant or wuorks for 
generating electricity by water or steam 
power, to be used for the purpose of light- 
ing towns or cities, or supplying motive 
power to railroads or street car lines, or 
supplying light. heat or power to the pub- 
lic, shall have the right to purchase, lease 
or condemn rights of way or other ease- 
ments upon the lands of others in order 
to run lines of wires, maintain dams, 
flow back water or for other purposes 
necessary to said purposes, upon paying 
just compensation to the owners of the 
land to be affected. 

“Section 2 Be it further enacted, that 
if said corporation or individual does not, 
by contract, procure the easements, right 
of way or other interest on property pro- 
vided for in the first section of this act 
they shall have the right to acquire or 
condemn the same in accordance wi 
ana subject to the provisions of the e 
of 1885 from section 4657 to section 4686

If the new company ean furnish lights 
cheaper than the city could manufacture 
the current, of course it would be policy 
to accept the proposition. The success of 
the new company, therefore, may mean 
much to the city. 

Moreover, it is>stated on authority that 
the operation of the new concern means 
the extension of the Chattahoochee river 
car line to Marietta. "This would be a 
great improvement for Atlanta, and would 
open up a rich section of country. Instead 
of nine, the road would then be over twen- 
ty miles long—one of the longest electric 
lines in the south. Colonel C. J. Simmons, 
president of the Chattahoochee road, was 
seen yesterday and refused to talk, but 
it is certain that such a movement is on 
foot, and will probably materialize with 
the new @lectric company furnishing the 
current.

council meets.” ‘ 

From some of those who claim to have 
been on the inside of the contest between 
Captain Brotherton and Mr. Jones, it is 
learned that for several days the race was 
SO exceedingly close that everybody was 
in the dark. Finally the result seemed to 
hinge upon the vote of Alderman James 
G. Woodward, and it is said that all day 
Saturday committees were culling to see 
the alderman or persons who were in close 
touch with him politically. 

Yesterday it was announced that Alder- 
man Woodward would vote for Mr. Jones, 
and the latter’s election to a place on the 
police board was at last assured. Mr. 
Woodward himself would have nothing to 
Say about the election. 

This, if it turns out to be true, it is said, 
may have some important bearing on the 
mayoralty election, as it is well known 
that Alderman Woodward has been on the 
verge of announcing himself as a candidate 
for the executive chair for several days, 
and his vote in the police commissioner’s 
race will doubtless give a coloring to his 
candidacy for mayor. 

One of Captain Brotherton’s close friends 
in the council practically admitted last 
night that things didn’t look to suit him, 
and he added: 

“T still hope that we will get the tenth 
man on our Side.’’ 

A more enthusiastic friend of the cap- 
tain’s said: 

“I feel certain that the opposition is 
counting on one man who will not vote 
against Captain Brotherton, and it is my 
honest and candid opinion that Mr. Jones 
will receive only nine votes.’’ 

On ‘the other hand, the friends of Mr. 
Jones say very emphatically that he has 
the fight whipped. A member of the coun- 
cil who is a warm supporter of Mr. Jones 
said last night when speaking of the race: 

“There will have to be some sudden 
revolution in the status of the council if 
Mr. Jones is not elected on the first ballot, 
and I would not be surprised if he is the 
only man nominated.”

Dora Williams Makes Her Fifteenth 
Attempt to Die. 


SHE IS THE NOTED GLASS EATER 


G’ass Route Failed Three Times—Wil] 
Be Ready for Her Sixteenth 
Trial Very Soon. 


Dora Wilson, who has the world’s cham- 
pionship for the best all round suicide who 
has never succeeded, made her fifteenth 
unsuccessful attempt to kill herself yester- 
day morning at a house corner of Mills and 
Marietta streets. 

Dora was taken first to the Grady hos- 
pital, where she was doctored for morphine 
poisoning, and recovering sufficiently, she 
was sent back home. Later in the day she 
Was again ill from too much morphine, 
and she was taken to the police barracks, 
and from there once more transferred to 
the hospital. Late last night it was reported 
that she was on the road to recovery again: 

The woman first made herself notorious 
by attempting to kill herself by ting a 
lot of glass. She was saved, and in a few 
weeks she tried the glass eating trick 
again, and once more was saved. The third 
time she endeavored to grind herself out 
of existence with powdered glass, and the 


r third time she failed. 


By this time Dora began to be Known 
as the glass eater. Several months after- 
wards she decided to commit suicide, and 
having thoroughly tested the glass route 
and found it unreliable, she swallowed 
jaudanum, and physicians made her defer 
her trip to the unknown realms. Then 
there came a series of suicidal aitempts on 
the part of Dora, but in every instance 
there was a flash in the, pan of eternity, 
so to speak. r 

Last night police officers at the barrack 
were trying to count up how many times 
Dora had tried to kill herself, and as near 
as they could reckon jt the total footed 
up fifteen. She will be well again today and 
in a few weeks be in prime condition for 
her sixteenth trial for a leap into the great 
unknown.

1 note for evening wear, are the over- 
skirts of jeweled gauze effects worn over 
g petticoat of either the orange, turquoise 
or beauty shades. The petticoats are of 
taffeta silk, and*‘sometimes having in bot- 
tom ruffles as many as the three shades 
giternating from the light to the dark blue, 
light to the dark orange, eich ruffle show- 
Wwe apout an below the one above. 
Many of the regular silk petticoats are 
made like this. On these sometimes the 
cuffies are bound wth black velvet, or 
pinked at the edges, or finished with nar- 
row black laces. Oftentimes the ruffles 
are accordion plaited, and of very light 
colored silks. On the skirts of evening 
dresses, Which are always elaborate both 
as io material and design, are worn large 
bows and rosettes. } 

The end of the broad sash/ribbon begins 
at the left side of the waistband and ends 
at the knees, where it is finished with an 

immense bow composed of about two yards 
of ribbon. 

A black and yellow moire evering gown 
tad its lining of the same, and on the 
inside of the skirt narrow flounces of white 
taffetas, about seven or ten in number, 
and put in like dust ruffles. Then the out- 
gide of the skirt had ruffles of yellow silk 
game width about three and one-half 
inches, put on so as to touch_each other 

“4 front and graduating as they come to 
the back, so that the upper one is about 
six inches from waist and the lower one 
about eighteen inches from the foot. The 
bodice is square neck with small revers of 
yellow velvet edged with black &pplique 

Jace; belt is of black satin, sash tied in 
back with short loops and ends. When the 
skirt is held up, showing its lining of white 
and black ruffles on outside, the effect is 
beautiful. The skirts are not so wide, four 
and one-half being considered wide, and 
three and one-fourth narrowest. Box and 
side plaited backs all flaring effects. Some 
with three wide flounces about fifteen 
inches wide in front and about twenty in 
back; this gives a rising effect in back. 
Tailor suits are lined with solid silks, no 
changeabies, plaids or stripes. The petti- 
coats are also plain; a few being striped. 
The swell shirt waists for ladies ara of 
bengoline silk of solid color, with long 
puff ties of same material. Nine of every 
ten waists are blouse effect, cut 
with vest. style. These are some- 

times tucked in in pin tucks all 
over, and sometimes alternating wide 
and narrow. Yokes or vests, as they may 

be called sometimes, are covered with 
heavy ecru lace and sometimes shirred 
of chiffon or mousselaine de soie of con- 
trasting color. The ‘‘chokers’’ are rather 
high and rise higher in back against neck, 
laid either jn folds or tucked around neck. 
The stylish belt is of black velvet about 
two Inches wide; a large steel buckle in 
back, one in front and sometimes smaller 
ones on sides. The more expensive have 
jewels. This effect is also carried out in 
leather instead of velvet. Any of the other 
jeweled belts are got up as cheap as 25 
cents, bur a great deal is shown in black 
and white. A pretty dress I saw in an im- 
porter’s house was of white chiffon dotted 
With black chenille as large as a ten-cent 
piece. It had a narrow ruche of black 
chiffon at foot, and two more at five inches 
apart around the skirt. The waist was 
blouse effect, and the belt of black velvet 
Tib with jeweled buckles. The yoke, mak- 
ing chic the corsage, was of white shirred 
chiffon. The collar was of folds of black 
Velvet high in back. 

The hair for dressy occasions is worn 
pompadour front and side; afew soft curls 
around the face, and the soft loop coil in 
the back of the head on a straight line with 
the chin. 

At bottom of coiffure is worn a shell comp 
with steel trimming and about half dis- 
tance between that and nape of neck a 
smaller one is worn. With low hair the 
fame front is worn but the three pompa- 
dour combs in front. The dress shoes have 
regular French heels, The popular hat is 
the Walker style even for best dress. It 
droops down much-over face and is made of 
soft material on wire frame, trimmed in 
front with plumes or handsome large 
wings; flowers on two sides of coil of hair 
and sometimes also a large bow on back of 
‘frown, made of turquoise blue or the new 
orange. 

The shepherdess hat is a soft, wavy hat 
trimmed either in feathers or flowers and 
sometimes dips down on face. The “Jane 
Heding,”’ designed by her, is of the favored 
orange shade, Napoleon shape, rather large 
with a bow of turquoise velvet to face and 
trimmed with a mass of yellow feathers.

Dora Williams Makes Her Fifteenth 
Attempt to Die.

SHE IS THE NOTED GLASS EATER 


G'ass Route Failed Three Times—Wil] 
Be Ready for Her Sixteenth 
Trial Very Soon. 


Dora Wilson, who has the world’s cham- 
pionship for the best all round suicide who 
has never succeeded, made her fifteenth 
unsuccessful attempt to kill herself yester- 
day morning at a house corner of Mills and 


Marietta streets. 

Dora was taken first to the Grady hos- 
pital, where she was doctored for morphine. 
poisoning, and recovering sufficiently, she 
was sent back home. Later in the day she 
Was again ill from too much morphine, 
and she was taken to the police barracks, 
and from there once more transferred to 
the hospital. Late last night it was reported 
that she was on the road to recovery again. 

The woman first made herself notorious 
by attempting to kill herself by eating a 
lot of glass. She was saved, and in a few 
weeks she tried the glass eating trick 
again, and once more was saved. The third 


time she endeavored to grind herself out | 


of existence with powdered glass, and the 
third time she failed. 

By this time Dora began to be Known 
as the glass eater. Several months after- 
wards she decided to commit suicide, and 
having thoroughly tested the glass route 
and found it unreliable, she swallowed 
laudanum, and physicians made her defer 
her trip to the unknown realms. Then 
there came a series of suicidal aitempts on 
the part of Dora, but in every instance 
there was a flash in the, pan of eternity, 
so to speak. ' cn 

Last night police officers at the barracks 
were trying to count up how many times 
Dora had tried to kill herself, and as near 
as they could reckon jt the total footed 
up fifteen. She will be well again today and 
in a few weeks be in prime condition for 
her sixteenth trial for a leap into the great 
unknown.

FATAL BLOW BY A POLICEMAN 


How the Cat Came to Atlanta in a 
Countryman’s Wagon—Escaped 
from a Negro. 


Saturday afternoon a huge wild cat was 
dragged from beneath the police barracks. 
It created a sensation, even though the cat 
was dead. 

The story of the killing of the wild cat 
for its death was due to the dexterity -6f a 
policeman in the handling of a Di'liie, 
makes some interesting reading to those 
who like tales of wild animals. 

It was probably six weeks ago that 
Abram Lovett came into the city with a 
load of chickens and butter. and a big 
wild cat in a cracker box. Lovett put up 
in the wagon yard adjoining the police 
barracks, and his wild cat attracted con- 
siderable attention. It became so attrac- 
tive that a saloon keeper on Decatur, with 
an eye to business, decided to buy the cat 
as an advertisement to his liquor establish- 
ment, knowing that whenever a citizen 
dropped in to take a ijlook at the cai he 
would also take a drop of something to 
drink. : 

Lovett agreed to take $2 for his cat, and 
the trade was closed. When it came t.me 
to deliver the goods, the countryman cla.m- 
ed the right to keep the cracker box, con- 
tending that when he sold the cat, nothing 
was said about the box. The saloon ae 
said he would transfer the cat to a wire 
cage, which was better any way than the 
box. 

When an attempt was made to take the 
wild cat out of the box he became enraged 
and was in a fierce mood. He had to be 
handled with great care.

Alas, for human ecalcu- 
letion, brag and bluff, the negro let the 
cat get loose at a most critical moment, 
and the wild animal, with its fur standing 
up, its tail at an angle of 45 degrees and 
its eyes glaring like twin balls of fire, 
escaped and made a run for cover. It 
went under a store and could not be dis- 
lodged. 

Since then hardly a night has passed but 
some one has reported that the wild cat 
had foraged in a store and stolen pro- 
vender. Merchants have had their grocer- 
ies eaten up; fruit venders have had their 
apples and bananas. molested; butchers 
have had their stalls robbed of choice 
steak cutlets and fresh fish, and even the 
keeperS: have insinuated that the 
wild cat had a fondness for beer. 

On three or four occasions policemen on 
duty during the early morning hours have 
seen the cat dash across the street. One 


officer asked special permission to shoot

LICENSE CASE IS APPEALED. 


Chicago Picture Agent Carries His Case 
to the Supreme Court—He Was 
Fined $25 by the Recorder. 


The case against J. O. Tankard for sell- 
ing pictures and picture frames as an agent 
for a Chicago house, has been appealed to 
the supreme court on a writ of certiorari. 

This case has become quite noted and 
the outcome will be watched with interest. 
The case was first made against W. H. 
Brown, a drummer for the same concern, 
but Brown Ieft the city and the case was 
then docketed against Tankard, the state 
agent for the picture house. It was shown 
in police court that Tankard and his agents 
sold pictures eniarged from photographs, 
and with the portraits sold frames which 
were to be taken at the option of the pur- 
vhaser of the picture. 

The defense contended that the only op- 
tion on the frames was one that acted as a 
guarantee of goods as represented and that 
the agents of the Chicago house were pro- 
tected by the interstate commerce law. 
Judge Calhoun held that the agents were 
liable for a city license and entered a fine 
of $2. From this decision an appeal was 
taken and the matter will be acted on by 
the supreme court.
